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EUROPEAN DESERT 
SCRAMBLES BY TWO CLUBS

For a successful day of European scrambling the Spokebenders got to- 
gether with last year’s new club Greyhounds MC down Mojave way, Sun- 
day, Jan. 16. 

The dual event was organized to allow riders to have a fling on both 
courses. Different classes were staged at different times during the day, 
enabling the riders to switch from one course to the other. 

Weather was bright, windy and cold. Cold, that is, for the spectators, 
but just about right for the riders. They seemed to enjoy the crisp breezes 
that swept competitors’ dust from the course, allowing them to ride each 
other’s draft, mile-style, through the tules. :

Races were started with engines dead, 
all riders cranking up after the flag had 
dropped. Seemed a fair system to this cor- 
respondent. No flag-jumpers creeping for- 
ward with slipping clutches, and a mini- 
mum loss of time due to pre-start hand 
waving.

D.M.V. “GOOF” 
CYCLE NEWS TO THE RESCUE 


California Department of Motor Vehicles official Jim Tillery conceded 
last week that the department had erred in issuing a misleading “Summary 
of Important Legislation” to some 12 million California vehicle owners. In 
its summ of controversial section 23127 of the Vehicle Code, sent out 
with 1966 license renewal forms, the Department alleges, “Motor vehicles, 
including motorcycles and scooters, may not use private or public hiking 
or horseback riding trails... .” 2 

Called to task by U. S. Suzuki executive John C. McCormack, the DMV 
was accused of misrepresentation, prejudice and endangering both a major 
California industry and state tax revenues. In a lengthy letter addressed to 
DMV Director Tom Bright, McCormack called the statement an "irre- 
sponsible and dangerous misrepresentation of the law," and termed it “a 
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multi-million dollar blunder." 

Section 23127 does not prohibit use of 
either public or private lands to two or 
four-wheeled sports enthusiasts, It is basic- 
ally a posting law that provides minimum 
standard for placement of signs and pro- 
hibits riding of vehicles in areas so posted, 
unless the rider has written permission to 

о so. 

McCormack requested that the depart- 
ment mail retractions of the interpretation 
to every person who received a summary 
card. 

In a separate letter to the Governor, 
McCormack, the motorcycle industry’s top 
spokesman, suggested establishment of a 
screening board that would give prior ap- 
proval to “all D.M.V. statements pertain- 
ing to the law of the State.” 

He recommended establishment of a 
high level fact finding board to conduct 
a major study of all phases of California 
Vehicle Legislation. The purpose would be 
to “strengthen existing legislation, and 
eliminate any glaring confusions, ambi- 
guities or inconsistencies in the State’s Ve- 
hicle Code.” 

He suggested a moratorium on all major 
vehicle legislation until a thorough study 
can be completed, and specifically included 
smog measures. 

McCormack also asked for establishment 
of a State commission on Motor Sports 
Vehicles, “similar in composition and pur- 
pose to the Los Angeles County Committee 
on Motor Sports Vehicles.” The latter com- 
mittee was formed under auspices of the 
Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors 
by Supervisor Warren Dorn. 


The State Commission would be fin- 
anced from motorcycle, jeep and scooter 
license fees. 

MAJOR “OVERSIGHT” 

Tillery attempted to minimize the blun- 
der by calling it “an oversight.” He denied 
that the error was deliberate or the result 
of prejudice. Tillery stated that mailing out 
retractions “could cost more than $400,000” 
and that the normal news media, rather 
than the state, should straighten out the 
confusion his department has caused. 

As one of those upon whom Mr. Tillery 
has so gallantly transferred the buck, this 
newspaper wishes to thank him for his 
confidence in the power of the press, and 
to ask him, confidentially, how much it 
cost the taxpayer to be told he couldn’t go

The Novices and the Amateurs 
amazed the onlookers, and themselves, with 
their varied and unique riding styles. There 
were 60 mph speed wobbles, plus front- 
wheel wheelies to add to the thrills. 

The Open Amateur was the outstanding 
race of the day with the first three places 
being closely contested right to the line. 

At the finish it was #16 A. McKnight 
on a Triumph. 

To wind up his day Ron Nelson made 
no mistake in the Greyhound 500cc Ex- 
perts, in which the 'top boys' made the 
rutty course look as smooth as silk with 
their polished performances. 

Ron took the lead in the first lap and 
never looked back. Widening the gap all 
the way he roared home to win by a mile. 

Number one plate Mike Patrick steered 
in to victory in the Greyhounds Open Ex- 
pert division. 

Everyone was pleased to have the day's 
pleasures finish in daylight, enabling them 
to make a smooth start for home and 
warmth. Temperatures were said to be in 
the low 40's out there.

CONTROVERSY 


PART Ill AND CONCLUSION

“That isn't right. I protest!" 

"You protest what?" replied the rally 
official. 

"Your flyer said the deadline was 2 p.m, 
My wife is starting dinner on that basis 
and if you extend it, IIl be late, I protest. 
Look at the rules.” 

“What rules?” retorted the official. “The 
AMA doesn’t have rules that cover our 
rallies, and the RRC rules say nothing 
about it. Therefore it is up to my whim 
and if your wife burns the stew waiting 
for you that’s tough.” 

UNFAIR? 

This dialogue is not entirely fictional. 
The situation actually existed—not once, 
but on most of the RRC rallies in 1965. 
The reasons range from the sublime to the 
ridiculous; “somebody ran out of gas” or 
“so-and-so was late at the start.” 

“Inconsistent! Unfair! I protest!” These 
cries are becoming louder and more vocal 
as the So, Calif. Road Riding Clubs con- 
tinue to ignore the demand of participants 
in road events for a set of rules that are 
fair and will be consistently applied on all 
REC rallies, No one knows how many rid- 
ers never say a word—they just quit at- 


tending. 
NO RULES 

Unfortunately there are no rules to pro- 
test. The late Darrol Peacor, one of the 
most progressive and forward thinking 
supporters of motorcycling, took the first 
step toward a realistic set of rules. Filling 
only one page, Darrol introduced them on 
the '65 High Sierra Run and himself re- 
ferred to them as “Imperfect, almost un- 
workable, but a starting point.” Unfortu- 
nately Darrol passed on before he could 
call the conclave that he planned and 
hoped would refine his admittedly crude 
beginnings. 

Ivan Gay, a chairman of the Committee 
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for Better Motorcycling, took up Darrol's 
mission, He culled the AMA rules book 
and rewrote what applies to road rallies, 
deleting the competition terminology. To- 
gether, he and Ken Harrison, another chair- 
man of the CBM, rewrote the AMA pro- 
test procedure, tailoring it for the RRC. 
Ken and his wife, Lee, created a system 
of judging that left the greatest possible 
latitude to the judges and yet could be 
recorded on paper and kept on file, This 
alone was quite a feat when dealing with 
such intangibles as beauty contests. But 
they knew their ideas were not perfect. 


October 17, 1965, Harrison and Gay 
called a meeting of people who, like Darrol 
Peacor, were unafraid to change the status 
quo and interested in meeting the challenge 
of their sport. For eight hours without 
break, the noise, chaos, and charged at- 
mosphere as from 12 to 18 people dis- 
cussed, argued, cajoled and shouted, defies 
description. The draft was rewritten and 
the same scene was repeated November 
7th. Two weeks later the fourth draft was 
discussed word for word and minor changes 
made. The work was done. Work that had 
been ignored by the RRC for over 3 years 
due to nothing more than apathetic com- 
placency. But it still wasn't perfect, There 
were many people with good ideas that 
didn't get to the CBM meetings. They 
could not be ignored; so out of his own 
pocket, Ivan Gay had 40 copies of the 
proposed rules printed and distributed to 
the RRC clubs at the December meeting. 
The cover letter asked for their ideas and 
suggestions for the final draft. A month 
later not one had been received. 

APATHY AND OBSTRUCTIONISTS 

Irrespective of their need and the de- 
mand for them, getting the rules adopted 
is a major problem. A small minority of 
extremely vocal objectionists consistently 
shout down any efforts to change the status 
quo and the majority of the RRC assembly 
seem afraid to counter them. The vocal 
few claim the member clubs will be de-

prived of their autonomy if the RRC 
adopts a realistic set of rules. Autonomy 
seems to be defined as: “The club’s right 
to promote a run in any manner whim 
dictates without regard to the riders and 
with no controls whatsoever.” Yet the 
same persons have no qualms about dic- 
tating to the member clubs the conditions 
of membership and participation in the 
RRC (i.e. calendar seniority shall be es- 
tablished by the member club’s attendance 
at RRC meetings). 

The same few totally ignore or are ig- 
norant of the fact that RRC rallies have 
been corrupted when considered in the 
light of AMA rules, It is not that the AMA 
does not have rules for the RRC type of 
program. The RRC runs used to be con- 
ducted (many years ago) to the AMA 
rules and could be so conducted again. 
In fact, if the RRC fails to provide realistic 
rules as the AMA desires they do, the al- 
ternative is to conduct RRC runs to the 
AMA rules, unsuitable as they are. This 
can be done if any rider with a spare $10 
or a referee of some club has the guts to 
start a meaningful protest. 

The rules developed by the CBM could 
be submitted directly to the AMA Compe- 
tition Committee for incorporation into the 
AMA rules and thus become binding on 
the various clubs through their AMA Char- 
ter and sanctions. But the chairmen feel 
that the RRC should have the first oppor- 
tunity to rule their own ballpark. 


An example relating to the opening 
dialogue: General Rule #17: No estab- 
lished deadline shall be extended for 
any reason except by unanimous con- 
sent of the RRC Referee, his staff, and 
all entrants checked in prior to the 
deadline. Any rider arriving after the 
deadline shall be allowed to enter 
any remaining contest of the program 
at the discretion of the promoting club. 
Read it carefully. What could be more 
fair? The only persons that will be incon- 
venienced by this rule are those too lazy 
to rise and make the start till late; those 
who dawdle along the route; those careless 
with the maintenance of their machines 
and suffer breakdown; and the very rare 
unfortunate who suffers a mishap and may 
not finish the run at all. In each case why 
should those sincere cyclists who did set 
their alarm and maintain their machines 
be inconvenienced by the whim of one or 
more vacillating officials? If there is no 
inconvenience then all entrants will consent 
to the deadline extension.

These rules will come up again at the 
February 7th meeting of the RRC. All club 
members and outriders who feel that a 
realistic set of rules are needed should at- 
tend and make their desires known. The 
address is: 1300 E. Valley Blvd., Alham- 
bra, 8 p.m. Use the rear entrance of the 
Prudential Savings and Loan. The RRC 
reps need some pressure to jar their com- 
placency, “Complacency is the satisfaction 
with things as they are; a rejection of 
things as they might be.”

where he has every legal right to be?

We respectfully remind Mr. Tillery and 
Mr. Bright that last year motorcycle sports- 
men paid miore than $2 million directly 
into his department's coffers for license 
fees alone, to say nothing ‘of the state 
taxes paid annually by the $52,000,000 a 
year California motorcycle industry. We 
ask Messers. Tillery and Bright, rhetoric- 
ally, how much they reckon horses and 
pedestrians contribute for their longed-for 
“exclusive” use of public and private trails? 

Here we wish to state clearly that we 
are in favor of horses; they fertilize the 
soil. And hikers are okay too, we guess.

Every year a new crop of great 
Novice class riders under Yamaha 
colors pile up point leads at Amer- 
ca's best tracks. The oustanding 
example is Ascot Park in Gardena 
where Paul Conserriere and Eddie 
Hammond battled it out in 1964 on 
Yamahas. In 1965 it was Johnny 
Isaacs out in front, and it is a safe 
bet that again in 1966 a Yamaha- 
mounted rider will finish the season 
on top.

Of all the mini-bikes currently on the 
market, the Dart made by Rupp Engineer- 
ing has the most sanitary frame. Grown- 
up features like swinging arm and tele- 
Scopic suspension set it apart from most of 
its breed. Normally it carries nothing 
stronger than a Briggs & Stratton with an 
automatic clutch, But lately someone at 
Horstmann Engineering in Glendale, West- 
ern distributor for the Dart, teamed the 
lightweight frame with a sudsy Hodaka 
4-speed engine gearbox combination and 
is confidently taking dealer orders for the 
deceptively overpowered scooter that is the 
subject of this report. 

COMMENTS 

If you want to do wheelies without a 
Barnett clutch, this is it! First gear is just 
a formality. With this power-to-weight 
ratio you can forget it. Pop the clutch 
in second gear and where’s your scooter? 
It was right there under you. 

Try the brake, it’s good. Third gear, 
oops! down boy, Fourth gear takes us over 
30mph—too twichy at that speed. Handling 
is best in the 0-20mph range. Bags of 
power for wheelies, slides, hillclimbs, what- 
ever, The pegs fold back so nothing can 
ground until the handlebars. The Hodaka 
will run in any position, even upside down,

Front wheel steers very quick, gets lost 
in eight-inch ruts. If you can’t wheelie 
over the potholes, best carry it over or it 
will surely toss you on your knob, 

CONCLUSIONS 

For instant fun at undisclosed price, 
Horstmann has it in the Mini-Tiger. Work- 
manship is commendable. No faults with 
reliability in our 5-day tryout. Useful as 
a toy or for short hops. Can be carried in 
car trunk; doesn’t spill gas. 

Recommendations: 12-inch wheels would 
extend its usefulness and probably would 
also aid directional stability, Stunt-riders 
should have one to enliven their acts. For 
more mundane uses, we recommend the 
low-powered Briggs & Stratton model. 
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OH WHAT FUN IT IS TO RIDE 
JOHNSON MOTORS SNO-GO 

Weep no more, winter sports lovers. 
Now you can take your cycle into the snow 
and find a whole new world of fun out 
beyond where the traction ends. 

Having wheedled and cajoled good old 
Johnson Motors into letting us try their 
new product, a half-track motorcycle at- 
tachment called the Sno-Go, we hauled 
their 200cc Triumph Cub with the $325 
Sno-Go attached, up to Big Bear to try it 
in its element. 

Several feet of melting snow had dras- 
tically curtailed mountain motorcycling for 
the season for everyone else, while we 
were happily looking for rougher places to 
ride the funny thing through, Steering the 
contraption is like driving a side car. The 
bars have to be turned (very good exer- 
cise); leaning just won't steer it. The ve- 
hicle feels very top-heavy, yet is difficult 
to upset and gives plenty of warning be- 
fore the limit. 





Dropping off a snowy mountain, we 
found ourselves at Rebel Ridge, one of 
Big Bear's fine ski slopes. Coming out to 
greet us was Sepp Benedikter, new proprie- 
tor of Rebel Ridge, who was intrigued, 
like everyone else, by the Sno-Go. Sepp 
is the official in charge of issuing California 
ski instructors licenses and used to race 
BMW's on the ice in the old country. He 
volunteered to be towed up the bunny 
slope by CYCLE NEWS's intrepid Ad 
Manager, while your acrophobic Editor 
dangled from the chair lift (see photo). 


Our test uncovered a few limitations to 
the invention, It was possible to bury the 
treads in powder snow until the axles pre- 
vented forward motion. Then we wished in 
vain for a reverse gear, There is also con- 
siderable power loss from the Sno-Go's

chain, which winds through a set of re- 
duction sprockets to drive the front and 
rear tread pulleys. The unit’s disc brake, 
connected to the right handlebar lever 
didn't work very well, but with all the 
Sno-Go's rolling drag, the brake wasn't 
really needed. 

We think Johnson Motors has found a 
dandy product to distribute in conjunction 
with its Triumphs, The Sno-Go fits many 
popular motorcycles, including small Hon- 
das. Even where it snows half the year, 
motorcycling is now a year around sport.
